E ach day a number ol interesting or unusual com 
munications problems crosses my desk. While this 
one didn't happen here in Hamlin, I think you'll find 
it interesting, too. 
The day after Thanksgiving, a young mother was 
hospitalized. She needed medication and complete 
rest. Everything went well until she began to miss her 
three little girls who were too young to visit her in 
the hospital.

A phone was placed 
next to her bed. She talked with her children every 
day . . . and, what's more, did all of her Christmas 
shopping by telephone.
